1. A computer-based method for marketing atj^endance right 
options, comprising : 

storing, in a computer, information related to attendance 
right options; 

linking said computer to at least 6ne user terminal through 

a data communication link; a^d, 
displaying, at said user terminal, information concerning 

selecLed attendance right/ option ( s ) . 

2. A computer-based method, as defined in claim 1, wherein 
storing comprises writing said ijiformation into a random access 
memory . 

3. A computer-based metj/liod\/&s^jde^±TTed^ in claim 1, wherein 
storing comprises writing\sa/}^ informatio/i into a magnetic 
storage device. 

4. A computer-based methfod, a^ ji^ined in claim 1, wherein 
storing comprises writing said information into an optical 
storage device. 

5. A computer-based Anethod, as defined in claim 1, wherein 
storing includes storing information identifying a particular 
attendance right aiVd a current) offer or bid for the option to 



purchase said particular attendance right. 



6. A computer-yoased method, as defined in claim 1, wherein 
storing includes storing information identifying a particular 
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attendance right and a current highest bid for the option to 
purchase said particular att.endaiice right. 

7. A computer-based method, afs defined in claim 6, wherein 
storing further includes/stomng a complete bid history 




concerning the option to^p^J^chase s^id particular attendance 
right . 

8. A computer-based method, as defined in claim 1, wherein 
storing further includes storing option expiration information. 




9. A computer-based method, as defined in claim 1, wherein

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data communication link includes at least onre internet segment 
15. A computer-based method, as defined in claim 1, wherein 
linking includes authenticating the user yterminal as an 
authorized user. 



16. A computer-based method, as defined in claim 1, wherein 
displaying involves use of an internet browser. 

17. A computer-based method, as defined in claim 1, wherein 
displaying includes displaying infoyrmation identifying a 
particular attendance right and bija(s) and/or offer (s) on the 
option to purchase said particul^i:L_^tendance right. 

18. A computer-based meth;^, a^ def/ned in claim 1, wherein 
disp]^^yi^ri£ includes disp^ayi\f^g /information identifying a 
particular attendance rigf^ a^d a current highest bid for the 
option to purchase saio par1^^c\ilar attendance right.

21, A computer-based/ method, as defined in claim 1, wherein 
displaying further ijicludes displaying account balance 
information for the /user of said user terminal.

32. A compi^ter-based method, as defined in claim 1, wherein 
aprises receiving a command to place and maintain a 




bid, higher tthan the current highest bid, but subject to a limit, 



on the option\to purchase a particular attendance right. 

33. A computer-based method, a^ defined in claim 1, further 

comprising: receiving bid ( s ) /and/or offer(s) on selected 




attendance right options,

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37. A computer-based system for marketing attendance right 
options , comprising : 

at least one computer, said computer storing information 

related to attendance right options; 
at least one user terminal, linked to said computer through 

a data communication link; and, 
said user terminal being configured to receive and/or 

display information concerning selected attendance 

right option (s) . 

38. An article-of-manuf acture, for use in connection with a 
computer, said article-of-manuf acture comprising a computer- 
readable medium including a plurality of instructions which, when 
executed, cause said computer to: 

store information related to attendance right options; 
link to at least one user terminal through a data 

communication link; and, 
display, at said user terminal, information concerning 

selected attendance right option (s). 
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
